Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The waxes, polymers, soaps, gums and resin binders referred to by Marcon et al 
(US 2002/01 12737) at paragraph [0038] are understood by this examiner to not 
inherently include a monomer bond as is required by the present claims. Moreover, the 
prior art of record fails to reasonably teach the use of a monomer for bonding a 
whitening compound to a dental flossing tip as is specifically required by the claims.
